Hull, Que., Nov. 1 (CP)—Chief 
Justice Rinfret of the Supreme 
Court of Canada says appeals to 
the Privy Council should be

In a speech before the Quebec 
Rural Bar Association Saturday, 
he said he believed Canada was 
“big enough’ to hope for auton- 
omy in the matter of appeals to 
the Privy Council. 

The Suprem? Court of Canada 
should be Canada’s final court of 
Appeal. 

“The Privy Counvil seems to 
be lacking comprehension of the 
Canadian legai administration 
wth tho passing years,” Mr. Jus- 
tice Rinfret said. “In fact, the 
Supreme Court has often ruled 
in favor of the provinces, where- 
as the Privy Council has reversed 
these decision because of lack of 
comprehension.” 

He urged Quebec members of 
the Ear to “come before the Su- 
preme Court and have no fears 
of pleading before us.” 

French-speaking lawyers, he 
feit, had special aptitudes for 
practising law.

Seeds Are Given Wide Distribution 
By Wind, Birds and Animals 


Written for The Canadian Press 
By PEECY GHENT 


Winged seeds of trees carried 
varying distances by the wind are 
familiar to all—sugar maples and 
basswood are outstanding ex- 
amples. As a rule, the wind trio 
to a planting site is short, but for 
long transport, nature depends on 
animals, especially birds. 

It is interesting to note that 
the wind-distributed seeds of tall 
forest trees are usually dull and 
inconspicuous, while the seed- 
bearing fruit of smaller trees and 
bushes is colorful. Not only does 
this color attract birds, but the 
yellow, red or purplish fruit in 
many instances clings to the tree 
until spring, or even later, and {s 
therefore available as food for 
long periods, 

Birds will eat dull-colored seeds 
with zest, of course, but color does 
attract them more, it has been 
learned from observation, and is 
therefore an important factor in 
the dissemination of seeds over 
long distances. Whatever loss of 
seeds occurs whenever hungry 
birds devour them, has a full com- 
pensation in the service rendered 
by seed scattering over immense 
areas, areas which without thls 
service would not be seeded. 

Even squirrels with their un- 
canny skill in selecting and hoard- 
ing only the best of the seed-packe 
ed cones‘of the conifers often 
contribute nobly to reforestation 
projects. Trained seed collectors 
have learned how to locate at least 
a percentage of such winter 
hoards, and know that the seeds 
thus recovered will be of depend- 
able quality. 

In the planting of oaks, deer 
and other large animals are use- 
ful. It has been noted that when 
they tread acorns into the earth, 
it Is commonly where these seeds 
will have an excellent chance to 
germinate. And while deer-mice 
and shrews can be disastrous rald- 
ers of plantings in forestry pro- 
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shores and basins. On these sub- 
merged rocks aquatic vegetation 
flourishes and it is the Sood which 
feeds immense numbers of white- 
fish. In turn, the fish is the main 
source of wood for Indian and 
other fur trappers and their dogs. 
Hence, the fur trade there is fun- 
damentally dependent upon the 
aquatic vegetation of the lakes. 

Again, plaxton, which fs micro- 
scopic animal life, abounds in the 
streams and lakes. Plaxton feeds 
minnows, minnows are devoured 
by larger fishes, and they in turn 
feed otter, marten and mink. Thus, 
in a double sense, the fur trade Ly 
Canada owes its existence substan- 
tlally to lowly forms of vegeta- 
tlon and animal organisms — a 
striking phase of the “balance of 
nature.”

The next time I saw 
the famous writer was at a wed- 
ding reception in London about 
1930, it was in Brattleboro, too, 
thet in the 90s I saw my first 
“horseless carriage” "which was 
steered with a tiller and headed 
the Barnum and Balley circus 
parade. Those also were the days 
when lecturers toured rural dis- 
tricts, exhibiting that amazing 
contraption, the “talking ma- 
chine”—ten cents admission.

THE REGULATIONS GOVERNING THE USE OF 
US. DOLLARS FOR TRAVEL CONTINUE IN FORCE. 


As in the past, it will be necessary for Canadians to 
obtain & permit from thelr bank if they wish to take out of 
Conada more than $10 US. or more than $25 in . 
U.S. and Canadion currency combined. r 


Reports show that the saving of U.S. dollars made pos- 
sible by travel rationing can be expected. to amount to 
between $40 and $50 million during the period Novem- 
ber 16th, 1947 to Novémber 15th, 1948. This substantial 
sum was thus made available for the purchase of many 
essential supplies and commodities during this time. , 
The regulations governing the amount of U.S. dollors ovoilable for 
different travel purposes ore outlined below:— ~ 


Pleasure Travel 

The maximum amount of U.S. dollars which ony -Conadion resident 
may obtain for pleasure travel purposes during the twelve months 
beginning November Ith, 1948, Is $150. in the case of children 
of eleven years and under, the omount is $100. There is no restriction 
on the number of trips as fong a the annyal allotment is not exceeded. 
Any US. dollors obtained for one trip and not used on that sip 
must be brought bock to Conoda ond exchanged for Conadion 
dollors at the fraveller’s bonk immediately on his retum. No credit 
for funds thus tumed back con be allowed against the onnval ration 
for subsequent trips. 


Business Travel 

Applications for U.S. dollars for business travel must inchde a 
certification by the employer that the travel is in his business interests. 
Recsonable omounts of U.S. dollors may be obtained for this purpose. 


Travel for Health or Education 
Applicetions for U.S. dollers for health or educational reasons cre 
to be made on special forms avoilable at chortered banks, These 
applications will be forwarded by banks fo the Foreign Exchonge 
Control Board for considerstion. Applications for health travel must 
be accomponied by o medicol report on forms which con also be 
obtoined at chartered bonks. The Deportment of National Heolth 
ond Welfore octs os adviser to the Boord in reviewing these medicol 
reports. 


Border Travel : 

A Conadion resident may take out of Canada without o permit up 
to $25 in currency, of which not more than $10 is in U.S. currency. 
For this purpose, he may purchase up to $10 U.S. in ony calendar 
_ month, This is in addition to the onnval travel ration,

27,000 More Hospital Beds Needed 


Boston, Nov. 12 (CP)—Canada 
requires an additional 27,000 
hospital beds and more than 100 
new clinics to cope with the prob-

G. D. W. Cameron, Deputy Min- 
{ster of National Health, said here 


today. 

In an’address prepared for de- 
livery to the health officers’ sec- 
tlon of the. American Public 
Health Association, Dr. Camerun 
reviewed the National Health 
program announced last winter. 

His statement that the country 
needs 27,000 more beds in mental 
institutions was based on’the est!- 
mate that 5.75 beds are required 
for. each 1,000 of the population. 

“If requirements are met on 
the basis of five beds per thous-~ 
and, there is a shortage of 17,000 
for these — cases,” he sald. 
These cases incluuea the mentsi~ 
ly ill, mentally © deficient and 
epileptics. | 


“As in other countries, the 
problems arising from mental ill- 
ness are particularly acute in 
Canada and are complicated by 
serious shortages of all types of 
trained personnel and facilities 
for institutional care,” he de- 
clared.

Ssniadla Demands U.N. Order 


Arabs and Jews to Negotiate 
Armistice in the Holy Land 


Paris, Nov. 15 (CP)—Canada 
today demanded that the United 
Nations order Arabs and Jews to 
negotiate an immediate armistice 
in the Holy Land. 

Gen. A. G. L. McNaughton of- 
fered a new resolution to the Se- 
curity Council following closely 
suggestions of acting mediator 


Palestine situation a threat 
peace. It said an armistice is a 
necessary dridge between the 
broken truce and a final settle- 
ment. 

*The resolution called on the 
Jews and Arabs to negotiate elther 
directly or through Bunche to set 
up permanent armistice demarca~- 
tion lines. It asked for a with- 
drawal and’reduction of Israeli 
and‘ Arab troops to maintain the 


armistice. 

Informed circles said the Unit- 

ed States has shown great interest 
in the original Bunche proposal to 
replace the truce with an armis- 
tice. These sources said United 
States delegation members talked 
with Israell and some Arab dele- 
Gates. 
The General Assembly's 58- 
Dower political committee spent its 
first half hour arguing whether 
to begin debate on political ques- 
tions in Palestine. 

McNaughton, in‘ the 11-power 
Security Council, said he con- 
ferred-with Belgium and France. 
He Is known also to have consult- 
ed the United States and Britain. 
The Council invited representa- 
tives of Israel, Egypt and Leban- 
non to the meeting. 


Only Short Time Available 


“We would have ranged: farther 
in our discussions but a very short 


time was available to do so,” the 
Canadian delegate sald. He apolo- 
gized to “my other colleagues” for 
not having consulted them before- 
hand in the resolution. 

The Security Council has be- 
fore it a proposal to extend the 
U.N. truce now In effect in the 
Negev desert of southern Pales- 
tine to all of the Holy Land. 

The report of the new United 
States move came amidst strong 
Israell protests against an order 
for Jewish troops to withdraw 
from southern Negev. 

Israeli officials here and in Tel 
Aviv protested the order of Dr. 
Ralph J. Bunche, acting U. N. 
Palestine mediator, received in 
Tel Aviv Sunday. The order re- 
quested Israeli forces to with- 
draw from Negev territory won 
from the Egyptian’ army since 
last Oct..14 and turn over the town 
of Beersheba to the Arabs. The U. 
N. previously had ordered that 
hostilities cease on Oct. 14. 

If the order finally ts carried 
out, Israeli soldiers will be pulled 
out of a section of southern Pal- 
estine about 20 miles long and 
25 miles deep. Egyptian troops 
would hold their present positions 
and the U.N; would supervise the 
evacuated area until a final Pales- 
tine settlement is reached. 

Premer Mahmoud Fahmy No- 
krashi Pasha of Egypt said Sun- 
day night Egypt has accepted 
Bunche's recommendations for re- 
storation of the status quo in the 
Negev. 

Despite Israeli protests of 
Bunche’s plan, there has been no 
indication what step the new 
Jewish state will take next. Is- 
raeli has protested’ repeatedly 
against: giving up-.any territory 
won from the Arabs,

Agreement May 
Come Next Week 


Ottawa, Nov. 30 (CP)— Pros- 
of a new International 
wheat pact today appeared to 
have gained momentum but its 
consummation likely wil} end a 
close affillation between Cana- 
dian farmers and British con- 


sumers, 

In Washington a United States 
government officials says the 
next step towards a new 36-na- 
thon wheat agreement may be 
taken at a meeting there this 
week. 

In Ottawa s government wheat 
and trade expert says once the 
agreement is signed, it Ilkely 
will absorb Canada’s wheat pact 
with the United Kingdom. 

Once the new wheat agree- 
ment was signed and brought.in- 
to.effect it was expected to nul- 
lify Canada’s 1949 contract with 
the U.K, for 140,000,000 bushels 
of wheat, : : 

Britain would place her wheat 
order with the international 
group of which Canada, the Un- 
ited States and Australia would 
be the suppliers, 

Since Canada would be the ma- 
jor contributor to the world wheat 
pool, cancellation of the Anglo- 
Canadian wheat agreement would.
